Rumor That Traction Line Will 
Be Built Through Greens­ 
burg Is a Myth. 


The Greensburg newspapers have dis­ 
covered as they think, some uumistabe- 
j able evidence that the I. & C. Traction 
: line will be built from Indianapolis to 
Cincinnati by 
way 
of Greensburg, 
Batesville and Shelbyville, owing to the 
fact. that that line is thirteen miles 
shorter than this. and asserting that the 
Rushville line will not be built any | 
fmther thau Rushville, but will be a 
“ dinky” line. 
What ever made them

in direct condratiction to that story. 
The main line of the I. & C. will be 
built through Rushville, and on an al­ 
most air line to Hamilton, Ohio, making 
the route about four miles shorter than 
the C., H. & D.t r.nd without any 
heavy grades that would be necessary 
on the Greensburg route. 
Then there 
are twenty-five curves between Shelby­ 
ville and Indianapolis, where that lioe 
is now in operation and from Sunman 
to Cincinnati, (where the son shines in 
every window of the Big Four trains,) 
there would 
be innumerable others, 
making the line altogether unfit for a 
line that is to compete with the rail­ 
roads for comfort aud speed. 
Then too, we cite yon these facta; the 
time of trains from Cincinnati to In­ 
dianapolis ou both roads is practically 
three hours.

centers makes it all the more desirable. 
These facts in addition to the well 
known fact that nearly twice as many 
people live along this route on tile Cin­ 
cinnati end, would seem to settle all 
argument as to which way this line will 
go. 
In addition to these facts, the 
power house at this place, which is only 
half completed, has had some walls torn 
obt and the building remodeled to receive 
larger and more modern machinery, and 
will be the largest power producing plant 
in Indiana, and will operate Through 
Rushville the finest electric road in 
America.

GAS MOTORS 
SCHOOL TEACHERS. 
More Corn Husl<in8 Records. 


Will Be Put oh Railroads to Com* 


plete With Electric Lines. 


Must 
Reside 
in 
Communities 


Where They Teach.

It is now an assured fact that the rail­ 
ways are taking steps to compete with 
the electric lines. 
It is understood that 
the purpose 
of the% Pennsylvania in 
doubling its tracks is to put on cars 
which will be operated by gas motors. 
The cars will run between county seats, 
at which only fast trains stop and from 
there the passengers could be transferred 
to the fast trains. 
The motor cars will 
make all the cross road stops and the 
fare will be a cent a mile. 
A represen­ 
tative went over the Pennsylvania last 
week to view the sitnation and is now 
engaged in making the plans. 
It is 
stated that the contract for the con­ 
struction of the cars has been let, and 
as Boou as spring opens up the construc­ 
tion of the doable tract between here 
an# Indianapolis will begin. 
It is also 
stated that the C , H. & D and Big Four 
railway 
companies will 
follow the 
Pennsylvania’s plan. 


Hon. Bassett Cotton, State Superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, finds that 
in many communities the teachers are 
not residents—that is, they merely ap 
pear in time for the opening in the , 
morning, and in the shades of evening 
betake themselves elsewhere.

Sell Cancelled Stamps. 


Under anthority which has just been 
granted by the third assistant postmas­ 
ter general the Wabash postoffice may 
shortly put into effect a new departure 
nuder which some ]postage stamps will 
be cancelled b fore they are sold to par 
chase*-*. 
This applies only to the statue which 
are purchased in large quantities by 
basinets houses for use opou book*, cata­ 
logues, sample* and other matter of 
such shape and balk that the stamps 
cannot be cancelled upon the electrical 
cancelling machines which are awd for 
regulation letter mail. 
Heretofore it ha* been necessary to 
cancel these stamp* by hand, and as 
the packages often amount op into the 
thousands the lark is a tedious one for 
the mailing division force.

The stamps are to be

•beets of one hundred at a time the 
work being done on a printing pres®, 
and each stamp will bear the name of 
the mailing office.

Indianapolis, Dec. 2.—The first for­ 
mal announcem ent of the candidacy 
of W illiam L. T aylor of this city for 
the Republican nom ination for gover­ 
nor, was made today. 
He has been 
regarded as a leading candidate for 
■everal m onths, although he had never 
authorized an announcem ent of his in­ 
tention to run. He proposes now, how­ 
ever, to begin an active cam paign for 
the position, and his friends share his 
confidence that he will win. 
W illiam Lam born Taylor was born 
In a log cabin near W olcottville, In 
Noble county in 1858. 
He is now 45 
years old. 
His father, V enorris R. 
Taylor, one of the pioneers of that sec­ 
tion, still lives on the farm where he 
w as born. 
Young Taylor ditched, 
plowed and, in truth and in fact, lived 
the life of the typical farm er boy un­ 
til he was sixteen years of age. 
Then

he becam e a section hand on the 
Grand Rapids and Indiana railway. He 
was engaged In that rugged following 
for a year, and he attributes his fine 
constitution in after life largely to the 
physical training he received then. 
H e alm ost adopted railroading as his 
career, as he w ent from section hand 
to fireman on the Grand Rapids & In­ 
diana. 
He did not rem ain in the serv­ 
ice long enough, however, to be pro­ 
moted to enginem an. 
A fter com pleting a common school 
course at W olcottville he entered In­ 
diana 
U niversity 
at 
Bloomington, 
w here 
by 
close application to his 
studies he graduated after a few years 
both in the regular course and from 
the law school. 
He then cam e to In­ 
dianapolis in 1881, when his chances 
w ere none the brightest, as he was 
w ithout funds and w ithout acquaint­ 
ance. 
He m anaged to obtain a posi­ 
tion in the law office of H enry Clay 
Allen, who is now serving his second 
term as judge of the circuit court here. 
Young Taylor had to struggle along 
as best he could to keep soul and body 
together. 
In 1882 he becam e a stu­ 
dent at $2 a week in the law office of 
S tanton J. Peelle, who was then con­ 
gressm an from this district, and who 
is now judge of the United S tates 
Court of Claim s at W ashington. 
A 
strong friendship sprang up between 
Peelle and Taylor, and it was not long 
until Taylor was taken in as partner 
in the firm. 
He began as a total stra n ­ 
ger am ong five hundred law yers, but 
he was a close student and a good 
m ixer socially and politically, and he 
soon becam e active in both law and 
politics. 
, 
It is probable that he has made 
m on' 
speeches for 
the 
Republican 
party in Indiana during the last tw en­ 
ty years than any other man 
He 
earned a reputation as a cam paign 
Speaker in 1886, and in every subse­ 
quent cam paign his sendees have been 
in dem and. 
In 1886 he m ade a tour of five weeks 
With 
the 
late 
President 
H arrison, 
•peaking with him every day 
in ev­ 
ery cam paign since then he has en­ 
tered on the opening day, and until 
the last hours he has spoken for the 
success of the ticket. 
He has deliv­ 
ered speeches in every county In the 
•tate. and it is frequently said of him 
by other public men that he has the 
largest personal acquaintance of any 
m an in Indiana. 
It is also said fre­ 
quently that Mr. Taylor knew s more 
men in Indiana by their first nam es 
than anyone else in politics. 
He has 
alw ays made his cam paigns w ithout 
com pensation, paying his own travel­ 
ing expenses. 
His friends are point­ 
ing to his ability as a cam paign speak­ 
er as one of the very good reasons 
why he should be nom inated. 
They 
figure that the D em ocrats are really 
getting together for a strong and en­ 
thusiastic fight next year, and on that 
account the Republican party should 
have a man like Taylor at the head of 
the ticket, who is generally known 


am ong 
Republicans — and 
likewise 
am ong D em ocrats—as a strong and 
earnest cam paigner. 
Mr. T aylor's political career is well 
known throughout the entire state, as 
he has been engaged actively in state 
and local politics for m any years. 
He 
is not, however, prim arily a politician, 
as he has m ade a great success of his 
law practice. 
Few law yers in Indiana 
have so large a law practice as he. 
In 1898 Mr. Taylor was unanim ously 
nom inated for attorney general in a 
convention cf more than 1,500 dele­ 
gates, an unusual occurence. 
He was 
likew ise renom inated 
in 
1900. 
He 
made a rem arkable race, leading the 
state ticket a t both elections, a t the 
first ejection leading the head of the 
ticket about 3,000 plurality, and a t the 
election in 1900 by about 1,500 plural­ 
ity. 
In his own county of Marion, includ­ 
ing the city of Indianapolis, he led the 
state and county ticket by from seven 
hundred to twenty-six hundred plu­ 
rality. 
As attorney general he made an en­ 
viable record, and during his term s 
there w ere collected in taxes, w ar 
claim and fees for the state, more 
than $1,600,000, and out of which Mr. 
Taylor did not receive one cent as 
com pensation outside of his salary. 
The Indiana w ar claim against the 
United S tates governm ent, aggregat­ 
ing $636,000, was collected by him af­ 
ter 
continued 
failures 
since 
1868, 
when the first claim was filed. 
Indiana is the only state in the Un­ 
ion that collected its entire war claim, 
and it is the only state in the Union, 
that did not pay attorneys’ fees for 
collecting its claim, some states pay­ 
ing as high as 25 per cent of the 
am ount collected. 
Mr. T aylor’s friends are perfectly 
willing that it shall be known that he 
Is running on his record, both as a 
party m an and a state official, for they 
are confident that he will give the 
sam e careful attention to the gover 
nor’s office that m ade him an unquali­ 
fied success as attorney general. 
And 
they are pointing out that his training 
fits him adm irably for toe position as 
much as his ability as a cam paigner 
fits him to lead the fight next year. 
His nam e will be presented by the 
Seventh congressional district, which 
will give him enthusiastic support. 
It 
has become an old saying that “as 
goes 
M arion 
county, 
so 
goes 
the 
state.” 
This m ight be carried further, 
as there is a saying just as old that 
“as Indiana goes, so goes the nation.” 
However, Mr. T aylor's friends are not 
carrying it that far. 
They do insist, 
though, that the outcom e in this dis­ 
trict is of vast im portance to the re­ 
sult iii the state at large, as it is re­ 
garded 
as 
the 
principal 
fighting 
ground by the Democrats. 
If the lat­ 
ter should carry the Seventh district 
they would deprive the Republicans of 
fourteen m em bers of the legislature, 
which 
would 
undoubtedly 
deprive 
them of the chance of electing a 
United S tates senator. Mr. Taylor has 
alw ays been very popular in his own 
district, as is shown by the result in

m ake certain statem ents concerning 
my 
supposed 
connection 
therew ith, 
w hich I take the liberty of answ ering 
in order that I may properly go upon 
your official records. 
"I do not desire to question your 
good faith or sincerity in accepting 
the conclusion of your subordinate, 
Mr. Bristow, and In dignifying them 
w ith the w eight of your high official 
position; but has it occurred to you 
that pending the trial ol the three in­ 
dictm ents against me, based on the 
allegations of the report, and w ithout 
having heard one word from me in 
my defense, your prem ature and un­ 
w arranted announcem ent of my as­ 
sum ed 
guilt and your call to the 
court and jury to endorse the sam e 
is, to say the least, extraordinary and 
dangerous. 
I am not even asking that 
I should be presum ed innocent or that 
before I am condemned by your or bae 
departm ent I should be confronted by 
proof or w itnesses or given an oppor­ 
tunity to be heard in my defense; or 
that in the trial which confronts me 
I should have a fair tria l—all I am 
asking is that in view of the uncer­ 
tainty of life and the fact that my lips 
m ay at any m om ent be forever sealed, 
this letter be flied am ong your official 
records of my case. 
“ I desire specifically to deny every 
one of the veiled charges m ade by 
Mr. Bristow in his report and to call 
your attention to Die fact that not one 
direct or 
specific 
charge 
is 
m ade 
against me in the conduct of my high 
office, nor has, nor can, one cent of 
gain be traced to me. 
If my life is 
•pared I shall fully refute all the sur 
raises and insinuations of Mr. Bristow 
and shall be able to show the reasons 
which led him to withhold from you 
full data and to garble, m isquote and 
falsify that which he did subm it to 
you. 
"I also desire to state that if any of 
'the friends of T yner’ have, as you al­ 
lege, advanced the theory that in this 
case 
the 
chief 
offender 
was 
my 
'nephew B arrett,’ and that my alleged 
offenses were due to my failing m en­ 
tal and bodily powers, they did so 
w ithout my knowledge or assent. 
“It is true that, owing to two strokes 
of paralysis my bodily powers have 
failed me, and I may have to face a 
third and tru er and stern er judge ere 
m any days, but my m ental powders, 
thank God. have never suffered, and I 
tru st will not fail me until I have con­ 
vinced the Am erican public anil you, 
as chief executive, that my acts have 
been honest, honorable and straig ht­ 
forw ard in the sight of God and man. 
I am confident tha t the relations of 
Mr. B arrett with me and my depart­ 
m ent w ere as innocent and honorable 
as I am sure were all my m otives and 
acts. 
“I also wish to deny your utterly un­ 
w arranted statem ent that ‘the grass 
corruption * * * in the case of T yner 
has gone on for a num ber of years.' 
You should know, and your subordi­ 
nates do know, that no single act of 
corruption, gross or mild, has been 
discovered against me; and the United 
S tates governm ent with its forty in­ 
spectors and its chief inquisitor, Mr. 
Bristow, will be unable to d scorer 
©ne 
“I have tried by forty odd years of 
faithful service to my country to prove 
my zeal fo** faithfulness and honesty 
in the public service, ana t now 
to you, the president of the United 
Slates, my chief accuser, as if It were 
the last word I shall ever utter, that 
in your well recognized and honorable 
real for the public good, you have al­ 
lowed yourself to be deceived and im­ 
posed upon, anil while I cannot hope 
for a hearing at your hands, I shall at 
least give m yself the w retched solace 
of having denied these wrongs and of 
having dem anded that hearing which 
right and justice ought to accord me.

London, Dec. 5— N egotiations begun 
by the powers may result in an in ter­ 
national adm inistration for M acedonia 
along the lines observed in the present 
governm ent of the Island of Crete. 
It is learned that in order to prevent 
another uprising in the spring, atten d ­ 
ed by unspeakable horrors, and the 
danger of a war betw een Turkey and 
B ulgaria as a consequence, 
Russia 
and A ustria have proposed to the oth­ 
e r powers tha t im m ediate steps be 
taken to put into operation a plan 
which in its general outline resem bles 
tha t now enforced in Crete. 
This pro­ 
posal is the result of the acceptance 
in principle by the sultan three days 
ago of the Russo-A ustrian note con­ 
cerning reform s in M acedonia which 
was subm itted to the Porte after the 
recent conference betw een Czar N ich­ 
olas and Em peror Francis Joseph. 
To w hat extent each power will 
participate In the organization of an 
International gendarm erie to be form ­ 
ed for the preservation of order and 
which power will he placed in suprem e 
command of the gendarm ie as well as 
other details, mu; t be settled by the 
negotiations between the powers. This 
proposal of the two powers dissipates 
the apprehension w b^h has prevailed 
in diplom atic circles on the continent 
that Russia and A ustria were arrang­ 
ing a settlem ent of the M acedonian 
question in a way to insure their own 
interest. 
According to present 
inform ation 
the powers will this tim e unite in the 
appointm ent of a C hristian governor I 
of Macedonia. 
W hile it is Intended 
that the C hristians shall be protected J 
there, is also a determ ination that J 
equal protection shall be accorded the j 
M ussulmans. 
All the powers concern- j 
ed are anxious to settle the difficulties I 
In the Balkans so that thev can be no 
longer m enace the peace of Europe. 
It is believed that results identical 
with those obtained in C rete are likely I 
to follow from the enforcem ent of a 
sim ilar policy in M acedonia. 
At first 
a large force was sent to Crete, but 
at present there are not more than 
1.600 men there, representing the gov­ 
ernm ents of G reat B ritain, France, I 
R ussia and Italy. 
How the Russo-A ustrian 
proposal 
will be received by the powers is not 
known. 
It is believed, however, that 
it will be acceptable to France. Italy 
and Great B ritain, but that it is likely ! 
to be opposed by Germany. 
Though th*s proposed action will be ' 
another step tow ards the ^coaration of 
M acedonia and Turkey, there is noth 
ing in the proposal to indicate that 
the 
powers 
have any 
intention 
of 
w eakening T urkish ow nership of the I 
territory. 
As the sultan accented the 
principle of the Russo-Auatrian note, j 
It follows as a natural consequence ; 
that he will not be likely to onoose the 
enforcem ent of the reform s which that J 
note contem plated 


W ashington. Dec. 7.—The senate to­ 
day passed so quietly from the extra­ 
ordinary session into the first regular 
session of the 58th congress tha t spec­ 
tators who are not fam iliar with the 
proceedings of that body scarcely re­ 
alized that the change had occurred.
